For almost a century, engineers and a few 


American statesmen held to the idea that there 
should be a canal across the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma, connecting the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
The shortened haul from the eastern states to 
(he Pacific coast sections and to the Orient 
•was an enterprise that appealed not only to 
this country, but to the commercial interests 
of Europe as well. The importance of the wa- 
terway to our naval defense was also a consid- 
eration. Two routes were 
suggested, one 


across what is now Panama, and the other thru 
Nicaragua. 


The last named project was sponsored by 


Senator Morgan of Alabama thru the years of 
his long and useful service in the upper branch 
of congress- Engineers differed as to the fea»« 
ibifity of the two routes. 
When Marcus A. 


Hanna went to the senate from Ohio, he be- 
came an advocate of the Panama route. This 
was 
during the 
McKinley 
administration. 


Hanna spoke thru the greater part of two leg- 
islative days and gave an amazing revelation 
not only of his familiarity with the subject, but 
hjg facility in speech. As the Warwick of the 
administration, his counsels prevailed and the 
Panama course was selected. 


That part of the isthmus which seemed 


most available for the great cut -which was to 
be made thru earth and rock was a part of Co- 
lombia, 
There had been gomes negotiations 


necessary to the completion of the enterprise, 
but it had been more or less of a diplomatic 
nature, information as to what was going on 
being confined in the main, BO far as America 
was concerned, to the State Department, with 
•which the president of course was In close 
touch. Meanwhile McKinley was assassinated 
and Roosevelt became president. Impetuous, 
Impatient with delay, there doubtless revolved 
In his mind some short cuf method of accom- 
plishment without waiting upon prolonged dip- 
lomatic parley. Overnight there came a revo- 
lution in the Panama country. The authority 
of Colombia was renounced and an independ- 
ent government, was set up. Tt was given in- 
Btant recognition by the United States. The 
least that can be said about any connection 
that the administration in Washington might 
have had with the uprising is that it seemed to 
know what was going on. No difficulty was 
experienced In dealing with the newly created 
governmental entity. The canal 
was built. 


The government of Colombia insisted that it 
was entitled to compensation because the land 
used for canal purposes was her property- This 
claim persisted, and it made an impression on 
the conscience of the American public. Mr. 
Joseph Pulitzer, the publisher of Ihe New York 
World, and one of the most brilliant champions 
of right in all the world, conceived it as his 
duty to make an exhaustive investigation of 
the whole subject. He set on foot an inquiry 
In two hemisphere*. He submitted its results. 
President Roosevelt flew into a perfect tan- 
trum and procured some sort of federal indict- 
ment against Mr. Pulitzer for libel. The courts, 
however, did not sustain the action. 


President Wilson believed that the honor 


of this country required that compensation to 
the South American government be paid. He 
urged it upon Congress. In the last two years 


The delay in justice, bad enough in itself, 


carries with It another regrettable circum- 
stance. 
Colombia, it develops, is one of the 


richest oil fields in the world. American in- 
terests 'have extensive territory in the oil re- 
gions. 
Colombians, however, insisting upon 


their rights in connection with the canal con- 
troversy, developed 'an attitude so unfriendly 
as to seriously interfere with the work of the 
American oil promoters. All of this gives color 
to the suggestion that the ratification of the 
treaty now, under existing conditions has beeu 
more a matter of commercial expediency than 
of national conscience- The original stain is 
removed, but let us hope that our hands have 
not been soiled in the belated reason for doing 
It.

STOP MANUFACTURE OF PISTOLS 
C 


ITIES and state pass laws against the car- 


rying of concealed weapons and every 


criminal who wants to use a pistol gets one 
without any difficulty, says the Chicago Trib- 
une. 
No law ever kept a gun out of a crimin- 


al's pocket. It may be difficult for a law-abid- 
ing citizen to buy a pistol, but it is easy for the 
crook. He has no trouble at all and never has 
had any. 


If the attempt is to punish with great se- 


verity the carrying of concealed weapons or 
the use of a weapon by criminals the prose- 
cutors eay that it will not work because juries 
will not impose the sentences. They are not 
trained to think of potential murder. The fact 
that a criminal carries a gun to be able to in- 
jure or kill does not impress the ordinary jury- 
men when it is merely the fact that be might 
have. 
The logic does not penetrate, so the 


prosecutors say, and they probably are right. 


The jury asks if the criminal did shoot any 


one. No. He merely had a gun to shoot some 
one. 
Two hundred dollar fine- Twenty-five 


years in the penitentiary? 
No. If laws can- 


not keep criminals from getting weapons and 
if laws cannot punish them until they actually 
have used them, to injure or kill, then some 
other way of handling this question must be 
found and we believe the only way will be to 
stop the manufacture of weapons which are 
used only against human beings. A pistol has 
only one purpose. That is to be used against 
a man. It Isn't a hunting weapon. Even when 
used in target practice it is being used only to 
obtain proficiency in its real use, which is to 
shoot a man. 


Its valid uses are in war and defense and 


criminals do not use it in either, but in attacks 
upon society. The manufacture of this weap- 
on should be stopped except as the government 
manufactures. 
The federal government can 


make all the pistols and revolvers required by 
the military forces, by the police, and by citi- 
zens plainly entitled to a weapon of self-de- 
fense. 


Criminals still might obtain weapons, but 


the check would be great, and after a while 
there would not bo a gun in the pocket of every 
criminal in the country.
